Man 
peaple who have it notice no 
symptoms and feel fine ‘during 
arly stages. It can be easily 
t ed if detected early. Anyone 
can have high blood pressure 
But it tends to run in families 
and is more common among 
men 

Women may ¢ 
sion while pregnant or taking 
birth control pills. Blacks are 
twice as prone to: high blood 
pressure. People who are short 
and heavy or overweight are 
also in greater danger 

Some ‘possible symptoms . of 
high blood pressure are: breath 
lessness. nose is with “no 
apparent cause; severe localized 
headaches that occur in the 
morning and are accompanied 
by nausea; and dizziness 

“These Symptoms do not mean 
you have hypertension,” said 
Bey Motil, registered nurse, Car 
dioPulmonary Rehab coordina 
tor. "But you should have your 
blood pressure checked and see 
your doctor.”
